THE INCOME TAX. 

WasHINGTON, Feb, 7.—The question of the 
repeal of tbe income tax assumed another 
phase to-day by the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee reporting a bill to the House for the 
abolition of the tax. It was made a special 
order tor Thursday, The result in the House 
is hard to predict, as mest of the Western 
Republicans and Democrats will vote against 
the repeal. In the committee, four members 
from the’ East and one from the West 
voted for the repeal, and four 
members, from the West ~ against § it. 
The Berate bill repealing the tax is still 
in a Conference Committee on the constitu- 
tionality question raised by the House as to 
the right of the Senate to originate «a bill re- 
lating to revenue, Mesers. Hooper, of Masa ; 
Kelley, of Pennsylvania; Brooks, of New 
York, and Orth, of Indiana, voted in the 
Ways and Means Committee for repeal, and 
Mesers. Allison, of Iowa; Maynard, of Ten- 
nessee; Blair, of Michigan, and Marshall, of 
Illinois, against it. 

THE ALABMA CLAIMS. 

The question of this Goverument appoint- 
ing a commission to audit the Alabama 
Claims was again discussed without final ac- 
tion by the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee at their meeting to-day. The claimants 
very generally seem to bein favor of this 
course or one which will permit them to make 
a direct settiement with Great Britaio. 

THE CHARPENNING CLAIM. 

The serate passed to-day the House joint 
resolution repcaliwg the act of July tast. by 
whieh the Postoflice Department was about to 
pay the votorious Charpenning mail contract 
claim for nearly balfawillion of dollars. The 
yiew which was takeu of this claim was similar 
to that expressed in the House. Mr. Tram 
bull apoke quite eeverely upon the course of 
the Postmaster General in the premises, and, 
while speaking, rciused to heed twoor three 
vigorous pulls at bis coat-t il made by that 
discomiitted official, who was on the Senate 
floor. 

ENORMOUS DEFICIENCIES. 

The boast of the Republican members at 
the last session, of the expenditure of th: 
Government is, perhaps, best answered at this 
session by an enormous deficiency mill of 
nearly thirteen millions of doilars, which the 
House Committee on Appropriations found it 
necessary to argue on this moining. Nearly 
a million dollars of this amount is for work 
on public buildings, while three millions and 
a half are required for the War Department. 
Over abundred thopsand dollars are named 
for the Freedmen’s Burau. 

THE PRESIDENT ON THE CABINET RUMORS. 

The Presideut has at last been stung by 
newspaper comments into a confession of his 
intentions in regard to the much-talked-of 
chavge of Cabinet, and to-day he conversed 
fully and freely with a newspaper correspond- 
ent on the subject. He admits that a division 
of the Cabiuet is to take place some 
time within a mouth after the 
adjournment of Congress, although 
the name of a successor to Mr. Fish will be 
sent in to be confirmed some time during the 
present gessior. The changes to be made are 
in the State, Navy* and Attorney General's 
offices only, the present incumbents of which 
are freely conscious of and willing fora 
change. The President denies absolutely that 
either Mr, Boutwellor Mr. Beiknap are to eave 
the Cabinet, as he ranks those gentlemen 
among his firmmest supporters and best frieuds, 
besides which neither of them have significa 
their intention diectly or indirectly to sever 
their official relations with him, and he cer- 
taicly will not ask their resignations. The 
President spoke of what he intended to do 
with some bittercess aud a degree of positive.

Ranize measures of relief for the suffering 
population of France, is now prepared to re- 
ceive contributions of money and supplies, 
whieh will be gratefully acknowledged.

In the agricultural dis- 
trict the last year’s crop was a short one, and 
the present one was barvyested only in part, 
and much of what was gathered has since 
been destroyed or appropriated to the use of 
the armies. Their land has been the ecene of 
numerous battles of terrible magnitude, and 
the horrors of war have been brought to their 
very doors. An immediate supply of food is 
needed for the starving popuiation. The 
farmers must have sced to plant in their ficlds 
in the spring or the crops of next season will 
not be forthcoming. 

Unlesesepeedy action is taken for the relief 
ofthe inhabitants inteuse mté@ry and desti- 
tution must prevail, Other natious are 
moviug in this work of true bumanity. Shall 
it be sald that Americans siood idly by aud 
exte: ded no helping hand to the Freueh peo 
ble im their hour of distrese? Our duty asa 
Chiistien vation forvids us to be indifferent to 
Rieke epee for relief. The charity that 
givee quickly is adcuble charity, apd the 
committee, therefore, cannot too atrosely 
impress op all the necessity of prompt action, 
Every day lost is for France a day of, misery 
ubsileviated. Contributions in money should 
be forwarded at once. Supplies of breadstufts 
and seed for sowing the crops in spring, will, 
it is hoped, be sent by the farmers of the 
West, forthe proper conveyarce of which 
future arrangements will be made.

PovuGukerpare, N. Y., Feb. 7,—An acci- 
dent on the Hudson River railroad last night 
at New Hamburg was caused by the oil train 
bound north, catching fire and seiting the 
bridge at New Hamburg on fire, The Pacific 
express came up and ran into the oil train, 
and caught fire. The bridge gave way under 
the weight, when the train went dow? in a 
jumbled mass. The locomotive, express car, 
baggege car, Poliman ear and coach, and 
sleeping car. of the ‘express went 
down with -a crash. The engineer 
of the express train was killed. Also the 
conductor of the Pullman car. ard brake- 
map. .feveral paseengers on the Puilman 
and sleeping cars, uvabie to get out, when the 
crash occurred, were burned to death or” 
drowned: The scene at the track is fearful. 
One cérps of physicians are there from Pough- 
keepsie to altend to the wounded and dying, 
and search is now being made for dead bodies. 
Further particulars, and the .number of dead 
and wounded cannot be ascertained at this fF 
hour. Doc. Simmons, engineer, Peter Vars- 
burg, Conductor of the Pullman car, and the 
brakeman, are known to be killed.

The train leaving New York at 8 o'clock 
last evening met an oil train on the New 
Hamburg drawbndge.

exile of the oil car broke, and was dragged 
along the ground until it reached the draw- 
bridge, when, strikine the timbers, it threw 
the car off the track, and upon the up-track, 
and in face of the second Pacific 
Express. An attempt was made 
stop the .express, which was approaching, 
but there was not time enough, and it struck 
the oi) car, and the fragments of the oil car 
were scattered in eve.’ direction, and at 
once ignited, enveloping the entire express 
train in flames. [he express train was com- 
posed of a locomotive, one baggage car, one 
express car, and five or six sleeping cars, 
The locemwotive was at once hurled *into 
tbe river, and the evglure: killed, and the 
beggage and express cars were piled on top 
of the engine. At the same time tbe Chi- 
cago sleeping car was one sheet of 
fame, ard, though desperate § attempts 
were made to rescue the passengers, it is said 
that not one was got outalive. Two of the 
other sleepivg cars next to it were wrapped in 
flames, but the passengers in there all got 
out eafely, and then the bridge took fire. In 
less than ten minutes afterwards the whele 
structure fell, carrying with it the Chicago 
car,and burying ‘it and its inmates out of 
sigtt under the water, and among the ruias 
of the locomotive and express car. This ter- 
rible result settled all doubt as to the proba- 
bility of rescuing one, dead or alive, ands 
tuen there was nothing to do till daylight. 
The rames of the killed thus far known are: 
Simeors, engineer; Peter Varsburgh, conduc- 
tor of the Chicago car, and a brakeman named 
Bhrire. It is also thought that Rev. Dr. 
Dennis, of the Church of Strangers, New York 
city, and his wife are among the dead,as a 
gentleman stated ihat they occupied a berth 
in the Chicago car. Charles Corsum, the con- 
ductor of the train, states that there were 
sixty: five sleeping car tickets, and that fifry- 
two of them have found owners, leav- 
ing but thirteen persons missiog. The pas- 
scrgers say, however, that the Chicago car 
contained twenty-five or thirty persons, and 
that rot cnegot out. All trains are stopped 
atthe break this morning,and the work of 
recovering the dead bodies has commenced. 
Coroner Andrus, of Poughkeepsie, has been 
noti fied, and is waiting for a train to convey 
him to the spot. Upon theice near the wreck 
a body was found, with entrails torn out and 
the bead and lege crushed, It has not been 
identified up to this time.

STATEMENT CF AN EYE WITNESS. 

New York, Feb. 7 —The following particu- 
lars in regard to the terrible accident on the 
Hudson river railroad have been obiained in 
this city from an eye witnees: The freight 
train which caused the accident consisted of 
about twenty-tive cars, mcstof wh'eb carried 
tacks filled with oil. Before leaving Albany 
every car was careful'y inspected by workmen 
snd no defect was diecovered. When the 
train reached the wooden bridge over Wop- 
pirger’s creek, at New Hamburg, about eight 
miles below Pougokeepeie, a sudden shuck 
passed throngh the entire train, almost

i. flammable materials and burning fragments 
of the car in all directions. . The shock of the 
collision instantly threw the engine over the

The noice occasioned by the explesion of

The bridge over Wappiuger’s creck was a 
wooden structure of about two handred feet 
in length, and ts totally destroyed. 

RELIEF FOR THE SUFFERERS.

Startling Statements of Cne of ‘* The

There is an old, time-worn, often-agitated 
but still nay * rtant subject, to whic my at- 
cation was forcibly called the other day by a 
incest sggravating circumstance. 

Apna Dickensov, during her first labors iu

Crowds left 
the lecture room with bearts full of indignation 
at this one great wrong—this wholesale rob- 
bery of the poor half fed sewing girl—and yet 
the great wropg goes steadily on. We need 
no Anpva Dickeneons, with sweet, pleading 
voices, to tell us of this wropg; we bave but 
to arswer ove of the mahy advertisements 
calling tor “experic nced sewing macbme ope- 
rators” (none other need apply), at certain 
AF page sewing machine depots. ou go, as 
did a friend of mine, if you wish for work, or 
to investigate the matter, and are sent, as she 
was, to another place, where they will farocish 
ope or two popular machines for your use, 
while in their employ, and to those poor flies, 
who are tmsophisticated or wretched enough 
to be drawn into their web, they actually offer 
the princely sum of one dollar and twenty five 
cents per dozen for ga:ments, said gaiments 
to be tucked and ruffled, and as nice work ¢x- 
pected as if the woikwomen were receiving 
what has long been considered at least a de- 
cent price for one articie of the samc amount 
of. work, $1 25. 

My fiiend, upon hearivg the inducement, 
and being asked if she were a good operator, 
sneweied, ‘i have been a machine operator for 
thirteen years, and though I waut work, I 
don’t thivk I bave spent all that time in order 
to work for twenty-five cents a day.’’ A wo- 
map, probably a victim, ng doubt driven to 
this last resort from ab-olute want, siitiog ai 
ope of the machines, arswered ce:perately, 
‘A gis) cannot earn ber salt at this rate.” 

I have ro doubt she kept her place, cven af- 
ter tus imprudent speech, for the demand for 
werkwomen was large, aud | hope there are 
lew women, even considering the misery aad 
aciusl want ewarmivg this great city, who 
wiuld wrong tbeir sister workwomen #0 
much as to consent to work for such starva- 
tion wages—hence, no one, probably, is ever 
dutcharged from that office. 

A few weeks since tLe city papers related 
how a young lady had been arrested tor pawa- 

-machine for which she had not 
yetpaid. She boughtit of one of the many 
firms who advertise machines, promisipg to 
furnish work to enable buyers to pay for them. 
The offer seemed good on the face, but the 
sequtl showed too sadly the actual fraudu- 
lency. of the afravgement. [I know 
the lady well. Day by day she wouid 
pass me inthe balis of our loéging place, 
looking more hke a, frightened ghost thas 
anything eaithly. { visited her in her room. 
[t was an inner room, lighted only from the 
halis, euch as we often see in our large public 
buildings. ‘The only furniture she possessed 
was her sewitg machine and trunk. Her bed 
consisted of a mattress placed upon either 
a box orchairs. A few chairs belonging to the 
builditg had been lent her, and completed the 
furniture of this room, where she toiled early 
and late, at her macnine. She told me one 
day that, work as hard as she could, sbe could 
orly make seventy five cents per day. i know 
torsome time her sole food was bread and 
milk,and that not too often. Her work was 
tucking skirte, aod she usually managed to 
finish three a dey, working late. She showed 
meone. It was tucked half way of the 
skut, in half inch tucks, and it seemed 
to me as if every tuck sbould have 
peen marked indehibir, “One step 
nearer destruction.”’ or so it was to 
her.

Wounds Inflicted by Dificrent Weap-

The Tennessee Legislature has just aa- 
journed sine die. It was elected by the 
people and embraced some of the best 
material of the State. And yet it was un- 
popular. Many pereons attribute this to 
its extreme moderation and conservative 
character. But a more likely conjecture 
would refer the loss of confidence it expe- 
rienced to a certain purposeless vacillation 
and lack of vigor which marked its con- 
duct. Conservatism, moderation, Iiberal- 
ism—whatever you may call it—is not un- 
popular. But too often we find it united 
to imbecility. The liberal man is often 
merely a weak man and the moderate man 
simply a man without opinions. The 
combination of strength and liberality in a 
resolute and well-set line of action is what 
the country needs, and wherever it finds 
it, it will recognize and reward.it. The 
just ended Tennessee Legislature had 
plenty of ability and plenty of patriotism. 
But it was atraid of its own shadow, and 
80 it fell into distavor and has expired witb- 
out a mourner. 


Conventional Interest Again. 

We bave read the speech of the 
Hon. AtFrep T. Porx, representative 
from this city, delivered in the Legislature 
January 17th, on the Conventional Interest 
bill introduced by him, and also his speech 
delivered in the House of Representatives 
December 16, 1869, on the same subject. 

Mr. Pops discusses the subject like a man 
of sense. His speeches are clear and uv- 
avswerable, it not exhaustive ot the sub- 
ject. We do not propose to present the 
arguments of Mr. Pops, or even a synopsis 
of them, nor do weiutend to repeat the 
arguments we have so otten urged in these 
columns in favor of a conventional interest. 
We ask, now, the attention of members ot 
the Legislature to a tew facts illustrative of 
aview heretofore presented by us; and 
urged with force by Mr. Pops in his speech. 

lt is well known that the insurance com- 
panies in this country control an immense 
amount of money as their ‘‘capital,” and a 
much larger sum as “surplus,” amounting 
to milhons upov millions. This vast sum 
of money, controlled by the insurance com- 
panies, is all invested in bonds, and bonds 
and mortgage upon eal estate. This cap- 
ital, managed by the insurance companies, 
has contributed largely to the development 
oi the East and Northwest—to the con- 
struction of railroads agd building up of 
manufactures. It has sought investment 
where it proved most profitable and at the 
Same time was equally secure. Where 
money would command ten per cent. or 
even more than six, perfectly secured by 
real estate, there it would be invested. 
This money so borrowed and secured has 
been most profitably employed in building 
railroads, towns, houses, opening mines, 
establishing manutactures, opening and 
improving farms, manutacturing farming 
implements, creating new channels of com- 
merce aud trade,and enlarging trade and 
commerce, and in every form coutributing 
to the development of the country, and 
adding to the wealth and prosperity of the 
section Cnjoying such teatures in procur- 
ing money. 

The ifsurance companies in this coun- 
try, independent of other corporate insti- 
tutions, control hundreds of millions ot 
dollars, auc this large sum, with its annual 
accumulations, is beivg invested, and re 
invested from yearto year. In New xor« 
alone there are forty or fifty insurance 
eompanies, having “capiial” and “surplus” 
tothe amount of more than a hundred 
million of dollars. By a law of the State 
ot New York these companies are requir- 
ed to invest their capital and surplus in 
bonds, srd bonds and mortgages on unin- 
cumbered real estate in the State of New 


“York ap’ within fitty miles ot the city of 


New York. The New York companies find- 
ing this restriction upon them mest injuri 
ous, and seeing thut the companies of the 
Northwest bad great advantage oves them, 
petitioned the Legislature of New York to 
relieve them of this silly and invidious re- 
striction, that thiy might make loans in 
the Northwest or any place where their 
investMents would yield the largest 
gain and prove equally secure. The 
legal rate of interest m New York is seven 
per cent. Considering the vast aggregation 
of capitalin New York, that being the 
great moneyed center of the nation, it was 
not deemed necessary to change the rate 
of interest there, but, we believe, as the 
basis of security for the loan of insurance 
companies, unincumbered real estate with- 
in fifty miles of the city being nearly 
cxhavsted, and the companies of the West 
and Northwest having great adyantage in 
the investments they could make by se- 
curing a larger rate of interest, the State 
of New York relieved its companies of 
this odious and disadvantageous restriction. 
The money of the New York insurance 
companies and other companies of the 
East doés not come to Kentucky or the 
South, but seeks investment in the North- 
west. The difference in investments im 
the West and in New York at their diffcr- 
ent rates of interest may be seen by the 
foliowing statement:

This great difference in favor of invest- 
menis mm the West, or loans at 10 per cent. 
interest, not only secures to the West the 
vast moneys of insurance and other compa- 
mies, but also the money of individual capi- 
talists; not oply the money from New 
York and the East, but trom Kentucky 
and the South. 

The legislative interdiction of more 
than siz per cent.in Kentucky is the ex- 
pulsion of money and capital from the 
State. This legislative expulsion of money 
and capital from the State is most injurious 
to the development, prosperity and growth 
of the State. The capitalists ot our State 
and our people having 8 surplus of money 
to invest, even the guardians of wards and 
the trustees of estates, seek investments of 
ten per cent. interest perannum in the 
Northwest, taking from our State tens and 
huncreds of thousands of dollars. 

Now, we put it to legislators whether it 
is not certain that if this restriction on the 
value and use of money—this limitation 
ot legal interest to six per cent. is removed, 
and a conventional rate of interest is

Very good, indeed. And this reminds 
us of a little newspaper incident that oc- 
curred up the river a few years ago. 
About the year eighteen hundred and 
sixty-odd, Mr. Newemranm Doo.irr.e, an 
enterprising citizen of Boston, in which 
city he was born and raised, came out 
West in search of something to do, and 
having a natural fondness for newspapers, 
concluded aiter a while to rent a quantity 
of second-hand material and start one ol 
bis own. One of the easieat things in the 
world is to start a newspaper; one of the 
hardest things in the world is to keep it 
from stopping, especially when it has once 
made up ite mind to stop. At the time to 
which we refer Cincinnati seemed, as it 
does now, to be an excellent field for the 
starting of a first-rate live newspaper, and 
the thing having struck Mr. DooLirrLe in 
that light, he determined to stop there and 
start one, which he accordingly did, 
bringing out the first number on the very 
day that the press of that city accidentally 

“tailed to print a column or so of news that 
had appeared in the Louisville papers a 
week or two be‘ore, 

But Mr. DoOLiTrT.e’s enterprise tailed to 
pay, a8 such enterprises sometimes will, 
and after rupning the concern for a tew 
weeks, against wind and tide, he became 
convinced that he must either get up a 
cvup d'état to retrieve his fortunes or leave 
town without going around to say good- 
by to his friends, the most of whom, tor 
reasons not wholly unconnected with 
matters of a pecuniary character, would, 
he knew, be very sorry to see him go in 
tbat way. Theretore he made up his mind 
to stay and bring to the front that Down- 
East genius he had brought with him from 
home, but which he had hitherto held 
mos'ly in reserve. He had a little money 
laid away as a provision against the wet 
spell which he felt in his bones must come 
at no distant day,and he determined to 
throw the last red cent of it into one des- 
perate attempt to put himself through. 

One fine morning Mr. Doo.iTr_e’s pa- 
per failed to make its appearance as usual. 
The next morning, however, he issued an 
extraordinarily large edition, containing a 
double-leaded standing “notice to subscrib- 

rs,” of which he probably had as many as 

two dozen and a halt, wherein they were 
requested to call at the office any time 
within the next few days and receive five 
cents each aa a reimbursement tor the loss 
of the paper the day before.

Having scattered this 
edition promiscuously all over the city, 
and especially in the free-lunch saloons, 
where he knew everybody would be sure 
to see 1t, Mr. DooLITTLE seated himselt 
just within the door of bis couutliug room, 
with a nail~keg between his knees, and a 
young man seated at some little distance 
bebind him, with-his back to the door. 
In that naiu-keg were half a bushel ot 
nickels, and in the hands of _ that 
youpg man were a blank-book and 
a pencil, which, from his remark- 
ably abstracted air, he was supposed to be 
handling merely because he had nothing 
else to do and plenty of time in which to do 
it. Very soon the hour arrived when, in 
that city of lager and lunch-fiends, every - 
body, wiping his mouth on the skirt of his 
coat,is on his way back to business, and, 
as the average Cincinnatian will go a long 
distance out of his way for a much smaller 
sum than Mr. DooLiITTLe had advertised 
his readiness to pay, that enterprising and 
conscientious publisher was not surprised 
to find his “subscribers” rapidly dropping 
into be reimbursed. With a smile that 
was child-hke and bland Mr. Doo.itTLe 
handed them each a nickel and asked them 
each two leading questions: 

1. “Excuse me, but is this Colonel Hat- 
STEAD?” 

Flattered at the idea of being mistaken 
for the renowned warrior of the Com- 
mercial, the “subscriber’ invariably an- 
swered “No, my name is Tom, or Dick, or 
Hakky,” or whatever it happened to be; 
whereupon Mr. DooLiTTLeE would exclaim, 
“What! not General Tom, or Dicx, or 
Harry?” and then the “subscriber,” agam 
flattered, would smile benignly and give 
his name in full. 

2. “I hope you like our paper—how long 
have you been a subscriber?” 

Taken off his guard by the unexpected 
question, the rascal would generally say, 
“About six months.” 

And the answers to the questions thus 
obtained were promptly recorded by the 
abstracted young man in the rear with the 
blank-book and pencil. When several 
“subscribers” came in at the same time of 
course Mr. Doo.rrr.eE had to obtain by a 
shorter process the information he wanted, 
but he seldom failed to get it either one 
way or another. 

In Jess than three days, during which 
the reimbursing department of the estab- 
lishment was kept running at concert 
pitch, the nailkeg was empty, and Mr. 
Doo iTi1Le had the satisfaction of finding 
that the young man’s list ot “subscribers’’ 
exhibited a grand total that the books ot 
the office had never hoped for in their 
wildest dreams. Against each of these 
“subscribers” Mr. DooLiItTLe immediately 
proceeded to make out a bill for six 
montbs’ subscription, more or less, and then 
turned out to hunt bim up, which, with the 
help of the city directory and of that keen 
instinct implanted in the infant mind by 
the shadow of Bunker Hill Monument, 
was & less difficult task than one would be 
apt to suppose. Of coursé everybody when 
his bill was presented denied that he was 
a “subscriber” to the paper, but on being 
reminded of the little nickel transaction

DOooLITTLE was not the man to give that 
‘class of “subscribers” much time tor 
devismng means of escape from the nickel- 
baited trap into which they had so blindly 
walked. He seized them by the throat, as 
it were, and fairly shook the money out of 
them before they could possibly recollect 
that the obtaining of very small sums of 
money under false pretenses was not, un-

FOUND GUILTY. 


Closing Scenes in the Trial of Mat. 
Shenahan—The Shadow of 
the Gallows. 


A PICTURE OF MISERY. 


The l.st day of ‘he ttal of Matthew Shanahan, 
for the Murder vi Uarice W. Muut« vumcr:, drew 
the largest crowd of this term—the cour:-hbouse 
being crowded to the fullest capacity of its stand- 
lug 1oom on yesteruay. The facts connected with 
the case elicit much ftaterest and speculation. 
Two men apparently on the most intimats 
terms of friendsbip. retired at bed-iime to the 
Same room tO sleepin the same bed, and herdly 
had they gothninio the room when ope witha 
large (OcK+et-knife, literally cut the other to 
pieces, and ercaped through a back door, crop- 
ping the knife in his fight. The dsing declara- 
ticas of the Murdered Man caBLot account for 
the motive. While lying wjib bis eotrulls pro- 
truding trom his side, he pro est d@ that he knew 
moO motive on the p»rt of Shanaban for :h: mur- 
der. This circumstance, connected with the 
faci that Montgomery was a peaceful, lnoffcnsiv - 
man, who bad not «mn enemy in the world that he 
or his friends kuc w of, .ffOrds mans grourds for 
copjeciure a8 to the cause of the killiog. 

The main defense of his counsel was losanity, 
produced by intoxicating drink; and it ts cleariy 
established that boih the prisoner and the de- 
ceaged had lnvulged to a certain extent In liquor 
the afternoon befpre the night of the killing, 
though not to such a degroe as to re.der either 
of theo irresponsible. Counsel also relied much 
0B eloquent appeals to the mercy of the jury, and 
“tbat quality” which is supposed never to have 

through the mesbes ofihe strainer was 
very ably introduced tn rbetorical flourishes, set 


of in the background by the p: isoner surrrounded 
by his wife and six heipleas children. Nothing 
was left undone or unsaid to acquit their-clieat, 
or at least reduce the offense \o manslaughter. 

The plea of tmsanity was so il] supported by 
the proof tha’, but for tke complete sympathy of 
the counsel with éheir client, absolute for- 
getfulmess of the other side of the question 
which makes a good lawyer for the time being 
the very biindest partisan, they could pot have 
mMalntained it withthe zeal and ability they did, 
We never sawW men more thoroughly enlisted 
than Col. Field and his as:ociate counsel. They 
exbibited a solicitude Which could not be feign- 
ed, and whicb is rarely witnessed, 

Gen. Marsball could see nothing tg the con- 
duct of the accused Indicating insanity in the 
very ieast degree. His filght, by the back way, 
after the murder—his biding from the officers of 
the law until buuted down—all his actions be- 
fore and after the ki ling, negative even the sus- 
picion cfthe slightest mental! averatfon. Insan- 
ity did not come and go like a fash o! lightning 
—jit was something that abided for a time, could 
te seen and felt and proven, too, where it exisi- 
ed. He was surprised that intelligent lawyers 
could bave the bardihood to go befere a jury of 
sepsible men, relying on such a plea. He doubdt- 
ed if even u Bullitt county jury could be found 
to question Mat. Shanahan’s sanity. 

Col. Lee confessed the impeachment urged 
against bim by the epposite counsel}, that he woul t 
be glad to see a banging In Loulsville every week 
He wished to see one every day, and every hour 
io the day, till this carnival of crime should cease. 
He prayed for the time when the wife who kissed 
her husband good-bye in the morning, could have 
some assurance that he would not be brought 
back and laid a mangled corse at her feet, before 
night. It was he who pleaded in the interest of 
mercy, but not that morbid sentimentality which 
would turn the mu:derer loose on society again, 
and yet agein, to imbrue his hands in the blood 
of the Inoocent. 

The jury were out but a short time before re- 
turning a verdict of murder itn the first degree— 
the penalty of which is death by the gallows. 
The prisener was greatiy agitated when the 
clerk announced the verakt, and sunk under it 
so completely that it was wich difficulty he could 
be removed fiom the court-room to the ja!l, his 
legs givipg way so that be had-to be supported 
by his cu todians. On being locked 
up, however, a singular revulsion of spirits, or 
an outburst of that latent tnsaniiy which his 
lawsers believed in, tnspired bim, when one of 
bis pri-on mates struck up a tune on the violin, 
to go off intoa regular break-down, dancing 80 
franticaliy that the turakey found it necessary 
to apply a ball ano chain to his limbs. While 
the doomed father in his cell exhibited this 
shocking travesty of hope, his topocent LUlttie 
ones figured outside ina singularly complete 
picture of human misery. At nightfall, the wife 
of the condemned man was seen on the street 
1n @ state of Intoxication, with one child at her 
breast and several others clinging to 
ber skirts. With one parent doomed to 
die on the gallows and the other crushed 
and crazed by the upexpected verdict, 
if evi r children deserv: d sympathe. the situation 
of these poor litule things called for tne tenderest 
pity.
